During the dry era from Jan. 16, 
1920, until Oct. 31, 1933, the depart- 
ment said, prohibition enforcement 
cost $128,810.291, Fines collected 
from convicted violators were placed 
at $80,337,012. The value of proper- 
ty confiscated was estimated at $219,- 
302,464. 

In combats between officers and 
racketeers the department said 92 
investigators were killed, while the 
number of persons slain by agents 
aggregated 178.

Sclentists Thrilled By Fieetrical Dis- 
Way From Giant Generator 

A steady 4trect current lightning 
bolt of 7,000,000 volts, the most pow- 
erful man-made thunderbolt of its 
kind produced so far, was hurled at 
Round Hill, Mass., from a man-made 
Olympus. ; 

The occas'on wag the first tryout 
of the giant electrostatic generator 
designed at Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology by Dr. Robert J. Vah 
de Graaff. 

The first ‘tests, witnersed by a 
handful of distinguished scientists, 
more thah fulfilled it was stated, the 
hopes of the creators of the man- 
made electrical Niaeara, who expect 
that this new Aladdins Lamp of Sci- 
ence will throw new light on many 
dark secrets of science. 

The spectacle of a 7,000,000 volt 
of. lightning, controlled with ‘the 
relatively limited confines of the 
hangar was tremendously |impres- 
sive in its brilliance and the savage 
fury of its unleashed power as, for a 
half hour, Dr. Van de Graaff direct- 
ed two assistants at the switches 
which auemented or decreased the 
electric display. 

The giant aluminum terminals be- 
came magic wands which spat out 
flaming streaks of blue, liquid fire 
sometimes between each other, in 
jagged lines, often to the steel beams 
of iron walls of the hangar itself. 

To each sphere or terminal was 
fed an electric charge of about 3.500,- 
000 volts by means of an endless te't 
which carried it from the ground and 
deposited it upon the polished sur- 
face of the globe. As the voltage in- 
creased snak-like tongues of violet, 
pink and lavender flames lashed out 
to the base of the columns w'th 
thunderous’ reports and played about 
the heads of oblivious scientists who 
closely watched their switches and 
meteors.

One Fickl Of Research’ Which Is 
Engaging Their Attention 

Increasing the span of human life, 
adding years of mental and physical 
vigor to the Biblical three score and 
ten, is one of the several fields of 
research in which modern science is 
‘engaged.

f Conters Of East 

Long regarded as the throne room 
of King Wheat, Winnipeg, on the 
basis of 19388 midwest. metallic min- 
ing returns looms as a potential m'n- 
ing céntre of Canada which in the 
opinion of mining men, will rival the 
great financial centres of eastern 
Canada. 

In the area tributary to Winn'peg. 
from the Lakehead to Lake Winni- 
peg and north, metal, production in 
19388 ran about $11,000,000, an in- 
crease of 30 per cent. over 1932, and 
expenditurees for services and sup- 
plies reached somewhat over $9,000,- 
000. 

Employment in the midwest m'‘n- 


ing territory increased during the . 


past year by 20 per cent. Thou- 
sands of men were engaged in the 
northland, combing the country for 
precious metals. They range from 
prospectors paddling heavily laden 
canoes up the waterways to highly 
specialized ‘mining engineers. Pros- 
pecting activity was double that of 
1982 and a number of favorable look- 
ing “finds’’ were reported. 

Midwest Canada's metallic mining 
industry has spent $56.846,000° for 
wages, equipment and supplies in the 
past four years, doing much to offset 
the decline in other lines of trade. 
Wholesalers in all lines have been 
affected. Fort William and Port 
Arthur, due to development in the 
Lakehead area, also warrant a 
share in this great new industry, now 
beginning to assume an air of per- 
manence. 

This territory, which as recently as 
1927 produced only one metal—gold 
during the past year, had preduc- 
tion of gold, silver, copper, zinc, 
selenium, cobalt and aluminum.

Power Not Likely From Atom Split- 
ting Says Lord Rutherford 

Fohdiy-held beliefs’ that a tevolu- 
tionary source of energy for all man- 
kind’s needs will be found in the split 
atom Have been tossed ungently into 
the scientific ‘refuse heap by Lord 
Rutherford. 

“The energy produced by the 
breaking down of the atom is a very 
poor kind of thing,” said the Cam- 
bridge University physicist, who bas 
repeatedly, successfully, shattered 
atoms. “Anyone, who expects a 
soure of power from the transforma- 
tion of these atoms is talking moon- 
shine.” 

The atom, he sa‘d, has been svlit 
into 50 constituents by bombarding 
it with gases containing an electr’o71 
density of five millon volts} Dur- 
ing this bombardment, there some- 
times appeared a definite gra‘n. of 
energy. “But,” le added, “‘such enor- 
mous fumbers of particles have to be 
fired that the energy expended is 
much greater than that given out», 
million or a hundred million particles 
might have to be fired to hit one 
atom.

LEMON JUNKET WITH BAKED 
APPLES 
1 tablet for junket. 
1 tablespoon cold water. 


1 pint milk. 
3 tablespoons sugar. 
6 apples. ~ . 


Maraschino cherries. 

1 teaspoon lemon flavoring. 

1 cup sugar. 

% cup water. 

% teaspoon red food color. 

Cinnamon, if desired. 

Make asyrup of 1 cup sugar, 44 cup 
water, cinnamon, and red food color 
by boiling 5 minutes. Put the apples, 
which have been peeled and cored, in 
@ pan and pour the syrup over them. 
Bake until tender, basting frequent- 
ly. Place apples in individual d'shes, 
fil'ng center of each apple with syrup. 
When cooled and syrup hag jell‘ed, 
chill in refrigerator. Dissolve tablet 
for junket in 1 tablespoon cold 
water. Add 3 tablespoons sugar and 
lemon flavoring to milk, and warm 
to lukewarm—not hot. Add dissolved 
tablet for junket, stir a few seconds, 
and pour over apples. Let stand unt'l 
firm, then chill in refrigerator. Place 
cherry on top of apple when ready 
to serve.

it must be the creator of forces for 
the moulding of human destinies by 
promotion of sane, enlightened think- 
ing,” says the late General Sir Arthur 

Currie, Principal and Vice-Chancel- 

lor of ‘McGill University, in his last 

report to the Board of Governors. 

Completed by Sir Arthur a few 
days before he was overtaken by 
illness, which resulted in his death 
,on Nov, 30, the report was published

ada in’the capacity as visitor to” the 
university. 

“Education merely as a decoration

Originates Dangerous Stunt 
“Lawrence Of Arabia” Provides 
' Practicn For. Bombers Of British 

Fleet 

Bombing ‘planes roaring over the 
cold waters of the North Sea, raining 
missiles on a swift but flimsy speed- 
boat, hold no more terrors for the 
Anysteri6us “Lawrence ‘of Arabia” 
than di@ the fierce tribesmen of the 
burning sands during his thrilling 
exploits in the Great War. 

With Hubert Scott-Paine, famous 
speedboat designer and driver, Law- 
rence has been revealed as originator 
of a stunt which has-been providing 
the big bombers of the British Fleet 
with practice that has developed, an 
astounding efficiency in the pursuit 
and bombing of fast craft. 

Scott-Paine designed a néw type of 
armored and unsinkable speedboat of 
revolutionary design, while Lawrence, 
in order to get his revolutionary idea 
accepted, served as the original tar- 
get, plloting the boat with small pro- 
tection from the dummy but never- 
theless heavy and dangerous bombs 
from overhead. 

For some years the only naval tar- 
get allowed was the old and slow 
warship “Centurion.” From his work 
with the speedboats, Lawrence con- 
ceived the idea of building fast 40- 
foot speed boats, unsinkable, with 
a “crash” shélter for its small crew, 
as special targets for bombing prac- 
tice. 

The design of the new boats is 
being kept as close a secret as has 
been the bombing operations in the 
North Sea. As many as 12 ’planes 
chase the boats on occasions. 

The craft are manned by three 
men each; the boats themselves are 
packed with rubber and have steel 
plates for protecting the engines and 
crew. Tests have been conducted in 
all kinds of weather during the train- 
ing seasons, two boats op*rating 
nearly every day, Every kind of 
bomb has been tried, including the 


spectacular diving of bombing planes | 


which attain speeds of 300 miles an 
hour, 

Each boat takes three two-hour 
turns in the bombing area, speeding 
up and down in a straight or zig-zag 
course according to wireless instruc- 
tions, {while ‘planes rain bombs on 
them.
